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There are 4 options regarding the use of the direct selection buttons (Hot buttons) 

Option 1 Vending one item 

(Direct selection provides a shortcut to specific 
selection number) 
Option 2 Sequential vending 
(Used when several spirals contain the 
same product and enables the machine to dispense 
them in sequence so the machine always looks full) 
Option 3 Vending 2 items 
(Direct selection provides a shortcut to a virtual 
selection number which delivers two products) 
Option 4 Combined selection 
When the Sfera is "slaved" with an Astro it is possible 
to vend a product from the Sfera, followed by 
a product from the Astro 



Option 1 Vending one item from a hot button 

1 . Open vending machine door and press program button. 

2. Using the keypad on the front of the snack machine press the following keys - C, 2, 2, 1, 7, E. 
The display should show "EN DIR SEL" 'OFF' 



3. Press 'E' then 'O' on the keypad. Screen should display "EN DIR SEL" ON. 
Press "E" to confirm this setting 

4. Now press 'O' and the display should show 'SET DIRECT SEL' 

5. Press 'E' to enter then 'E' again to allow the items to be changed. 



6. Enter the product numbers to be vended from each hot button as per example below: 
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o If the product is in spiral number 1 1 key in 1 1, then 1 1 again, Display shows 11 + 11 

Note: It is essential to key in the same number twice 

Use 'O' to scroll through the 5 Hot button numbers. 
Press Program button to exit programming 

Option 2 Sequential vending 

1 . Open the door and press program button to enter program 

2. Using the keypad on the front of the snack machine press the fo 

- C, 2, 2, 1, 7, E. The display should show "EN DIR SEL" 'OFF' 




3. Press 'E' then 'O' on the keypad. Screen should display "EN DIR SEL" ON. 
Press "E" to confirm the setting 

4. Press 'O' and the display should show 'SET DIRECT SEL' 

5. Press 'E' to enter then 'E' again to allow the items to be changed. 

6. Enter the selection numbers to be vended from each hot button as per example below: 

7. Enter the selection number that begins the sequence, followed by the number that ends the 
sequence 

e.g. 51+53 for mineral water. The machine then knows to vend the first bottle from spiral number 
51 (first customer) the second from 52 (second customer) and the third from 53 then the 
fourth from 5 1 again - and so it continues in sequence. 



8. Press program button to exit programming 
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Option 3 Vending two items from a hot button 

Follow the instructions below to set up the virtual selection. 

The hot button will then be set to provide a shortcut to the virtual selection number 

Virtual selections can be set as selection numbers (70 - 79) and price set in the main price menu 

1 . Open vending machine door and press program button. 

2. Using the keypad on the front of the snack machine press the following keys - C, 2, 2, 1, 2. 

3. The display will now show virtual selection number (there are 10 available and they are 
numbered 70-79). Press 'O' to move along the selection numbers. 

4. When the required virtual selection number is displayed, press 'E' and the display will allow the 
two spiral numbers e.g. 'IV for crisps and '42' for a Kit Kat to be entered. 

5. To program another virtual selection use 'O' to scroll through the numbers (70-79) and repeat 
step 4. 

6. When finished, press 'C to exit. 

7. Press program button twice to re enter the program menu. 

8. Using the keypad on the front of the snack machine press the following keys - C, 2, 2, 1, 7, E. 
The display should show "EN DIR SEL" 'OFF' 

9. Press 'E' then 'O' on the keypad. Screen should display "EN DIR SEL" ON, press "E" to 
confirm the setting 

10. Now press 'O' and the display should show 'SET DIRECT SEL' 

11. Press 'E' to enter then 'E' again to allow the items to be changed. 

• Enter the virtual selection numbers to be assigned to each hot button as per example below:

Use 'O' to scroll through the Hot button numbers. 
Press the program switch to exit programming 

SETTING PRICES FOR VIRTUAL SELECTION ^MEAL DEALS' 
PRICES ARE SET IN THE MAIN PRICE MENU AGAINST THE SELECTION NUMBER 

AS THE DIRECT SELECTION PROVIDES A SHORTCUT TO THE SELECTION NUMBER, YOU CANNOT SET 
PRICES CANNOT BE SET DIRECTLY TO THE DIRECT SELECTION BUTTONS 

A discounted price can be offered for 'meal deals' e.g. 1 x Kit Kat & 1 x Walkers Crisps. This is done 
via the standard pricing program using the virtual selection number (70-79) as follows: 

• Open vending machine door, press program button and Press 9 

• Key in the virtual selection number (70 - 79). 

• Now type in the price then 'E' to confirm. 

NOTE: WHEN USING VIRTUAL SELECTION ENSURE THAT THE FIRST ITEM IS THE HEAVIEST E.G. PEPSI

Option 4 Combined selection vending 

Follow the instructions below to set up the combined selection. 

The hot button will then be set to provide a shortcut to the combined selection number 

Combined selections can be set as selection numbers (80 - 89) and price set in the main price menu 

THE MACHINE NEEDS TO BE SET UP AS A MASTER/SLAVE WITH THE ASTRO, BEFORE 
THE COMBINED SELECTIONS CAN BE ACCESSED 

• Open vending machine door and press program button. 
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• Using the keypad on the front of the snack machine press the following keys - C, 2, 1, 4, 3. 

• The display will now show selection number (there are 10 available and they are numbered 80- 
89). You can press 'O' to move along the selection numbers. 

• When the required selection number is displayed, press 'E' and the display will allow the two 
numbers to be saved. The first number is the Sfera product and the second number is the Astro 
product e.g. 'IV for crisps and '2V for a Coffee 

• To program another combined selection use 'O' to scroll through the numbers (80-89) and 
repeat. 

• When finished press 'C to exit. 

• Press program button twice to re enter the program menu. 

• Open the door and press program button to enter the program menu. 

• Using the keypad on the front of the snack machine press the following keys - C, 2, 2, 1, 7, E. 

• The display should show "EN DIR SEL" 'OFF' 

• Press 'E' then 'O' on the keypad. Screen should display "EN DIR SEL" ON, press "E" to 
confirm the setting 

• Now press E then 'O' and the display should show 'SET DIRECT SEL' 

• Press 'E' to enter then 'E' again to allow the items to be changed. 

• Enter the selection number to be vended from the Sfera, followed by the selection number that 
you want to vend from the Astro. 

e.g. 11 + 55 would provide a snack (eg) from the Sfera and a Coffee from the Astro 
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PLEASE NOTE THAT THE FIRST NUMBER IS ALWAYS VENDED FROM THE SFERA 
AND CAN BE A VIRTUAL SELECTION NUMBER (70 - 79) TWO PRODUCTS 

Eg 71 +21 would dispense 2 products from the Sfera and 1 product from the Astro
